Trustees Annual

The “Trustees of New Castle Common 
Educational Grant Fund” was 

established in 1983 for eligible 
residents of the City New Castle. 

 

An applicant must be a senior in high school or a recent 
high school graduate who is entering freshman year in an 
accredited undergraduate college or university as a full-
time student in the coming September.   
 

The grants are awarded to full-time residents of the City 
of New Castle. High school seniors must provide a high 
school transcript and an acceptance letter from a college 
or university in order to be considered for the grant. If the 
applicant is a dependent, the parent must be a resident of 
the City of New Castle. 
 

Funded applicants from previous years who continue to be 
a student in good standing are invited to reapply. 
 

Application packets are available from the Trustees of 
New Castle Commons, 201 Delaware Street, New Castle or 
on line at trusteencc.org.  Please call 322-2809 with any 
questions about the process or about residency in the City 
of New Castle. 
 

Please note the application and necessary information 
must be received by the Education Grant Committee 
no later than July 1, 2019.  

Code Enforcement Corner 
Code Enforcement helps to maintain and improve the 
quality of life of  New Castle City residents by 
administering an unbiased enforcement program to 
correct violations of City zoning, property maintenance 
and building codes.  Complaint forms are available on 
the City website at newcastlecity.delaware.gov, or in the 
City offices; or call the Code Officer at 221-6507.  
 

Complaints are handled on a confidential basis. 
 

VACANT PROPERTIES: Vacant properties must be 
maintained as if that property were used or occupied.   
 

MOSQUITO CONTROL: The City of New Castle is 
cooperating with the State of Delaware Division of Fish 

& Wildlife to maximize mosquito control 
in the area in an effort to combat mosquito 
borne diseases.  The City will aggressively 
enforce City health codes that require the 

elimination of standing water, such as in tires or 
buckets.    
Now is a good time to do a thorough property check, 
look for potential areas for mosquito breeding, such as 
tires, buckets or tubs, anywhere water can collect and 
stagnate.  Eliminating these types of areas will go a long 
way this summer to help with mosquito control. 
 

BLAST LYME DISEASE: The Delaware Department of 
Public Health wants to remind us to BLAST ticks. 
B athe or shower within two hours of coming indoors. 
L ook for ticks on your body and remove them. 
A pply repellant to your body and cloths. 
S pray your yard. 
T reat your pet.

POOLS: All pools capable of holding more 
than two feet of water (including above-
ground pools) require a building permit. 
Swimming pools must be maintained in a 
safe, clean and sanitary condition. 

 

VEHICLES: In any zoning district, it shall be 
unlawful to park, store, or permit to be parked or 
stored, other than inside a fully enclosed building, any 
vehicle that is required to and does not have current 
registration attached to the vehicle, is inoperable in the 
manner for which it is designed, is missing major 
components, is wrecked or is dismantled.
